W h e n S ix te e n M iles un H ou r M ade 
th e I'Hstsenicer* D lx zy . 
In 1S30, w hen the railw ay w as open­ 
ed betw een Liverpool and M anchester, 
the Liverpool term inus w as at M ap­ 
ping. Lim e stre e t tunnel w as not com ­ 
pleted until about six y ears later. 
A t first the service consisted of three 
train s each w ay on week day s and tw o 
on Sunday s, but this w as soon found 
to be insufficient. 
A fter Lim e street 
station w as opened there w ere six first 
class trains and six second Class train s 
each w ay on week day s and tw o of 
each description on Sunday s. The jo ur­ 
ney of thirty -one miles occupied near­ 
ly tw o hours, w hich led to com plaints 
tha t the speed w as too g reat to be 
pleasant and caused dizziness. 
On the 
other hand, sanguine expectations were 
indulged in tha t in course of tim e the 
average rate of traveling w ould be a t 
least double the ordinary speed of the 
sw iftest convey ances draw n by horses. 
It w as anticipated that the general 
adoption of railw ay s would lead to “a 
vast decrease in the consum ption of 
oats and hay by the substitution of 
steam engines In lieu of horses, and 
tha t portion of the soil which has hith­ 
erto been allotted to the grow th of 
such produce m ay be appropriated to 
the raising of food suitable to the hu­ 
m an species”—an im portant considera­ 
tion in the tim e of the corn laws. 
It 
could not have been foreseen tha t the 
railw ay sy stem , so far from supersed­ 
ing horses, would lead to an Immense 
increase in the dem and for them .—Liv­ 
erpool Post.
